Your orator admits that the defendant rendered 
monthly statements purporting to show the earn- 
ings and expenses in gross of each of the sleeping- 
cars during said period of time, but your orator 
on information and belief and so charges the 
fact to be that the said accounts so rendered were 
not accurate accotints of the legitimate expenses 
of said cars or either of them, but, on the con- 
trary, such charges for the expenses were grossly 
excessive and fraudulent. 

The bill then goes on to state that the aggre- 
gate earnings during the period the contract 
lasted were $1,346,723.58 and the expenses 
$610,348.61, leaving a balance of $756,374.79. 
In the expense account was included the cost 
of car cleaning, laundry work, supplies to the 
cars, “administrative and district expenses, 
the maintenance of upholstery seats and 
backs of seats, etc., and this was retained out

Regarding the enormous amounts paid to 
porters and conductors the bill says that there 
was never any detailed statement of the 
wuges paid these employés, and to this day 
the officers of the railroad company are in 
utter ignorance of the wages paid, although 
they are called upon to agree to the payment 
of over $150,000 to these’ men. To the charge 
of $70,452.96 made for clegning cars and the 
$49,289.89 for laundry work, the bill says these 
sums are grossly in excess of the actual 
sums paid for the work, and the same is also 
true as to the supplies expense, 

The railroad company agreed to pay such a 
proportion of the general expenses of the 
sleeping-car company as the number of cars 
upon the line bore to the whole number of 
cars run by the Pullman company on all the 
lines operated by it, but the bill shows that 
charges according to this agreement were 
$26.21 on each car for one month, and if this 
was a pro rata charge the amount retained by 
the Pullman company from all the companies 
it had contracts with must have been $1,218, 
888. 80 per annum. 

The bill says the railroad company has no 
knowledge of the amount of the general ex- 
penses, but the amounts deducted were gross- 
ly excessive. The railroad company, however, 
expended large sums on repairs of the cars, 
but these accounts when presented were ig- 
nored by the Pyilman company, and that 
therefore there is now due a large sum for 
guch expenses.

Dean, Godfrey & Co. have in many 
respects the most striki display on the 
street. Every inch of their building is hidden 
from sight except the windows. Appropriate 
mottoes on white cross the building between 
the windows at every story, while bunting 
and fi solidly fill in all remaining space. 
The Buhl Block bunting extends to and cen- 
ters about nine pictures of noted warriors on 
an immense shield surrounded by numerous 
corps badges. Traver, on Woodward avenue, 
has high up on his building an immense eagle 
bearing the word Welco ne.“ ‘Two vast 
shields under it nearly cover the face of the 
big store. Artistically draped flags, bunting, 
and portraits complete the harmonious whole. 

A Pretentious Display.

The fur house of H. A. Newland & Co. has 
hundreds of big, Btarless flags, swung by the 
half-dozen from and between every window 
and by the score from the roof. They overlap 
and form a solid mass of waving color. The 
McMillan and the Campau Blocks are also 
handsomely decorated, but vary but little in 


detail trom hundreds of other business places. 


Work of an Artist. 

The interior of the Detroit Rink, where the 
banquet and several other important events 
of the eacammpment occur, is one of the hand- 
somest places imaginable.

WHO WILL SUPPORT THE CHURCHES? 


The Rev. Dr. Pattom Takes a Matefial View 
of Present Religious Unrest. 

New York, Aug. 3.—[Special. IA sensation 
has been caused by a sermon of the Rev. Dr. 
Patton of the Princeton Theological Semi- 
hary Sunday, in McMunn Avenue Presby- 
terian church, in East Orange, N. J., whose 
pastor, the Rev. D. Ludlow, ison his vaca- 
tion, and whose place Dr. Patton is tem- 
porarily filling. Dr. Ludlow warmly cham- 
pioned the cause of Dr. Briggs durmg 
the recent theological controversy that fol- 
lowed that divine’s famous address in this 
city on the occasion of his inauguration as 
Professor of Biblical -Criticism in the 
Union Seminary. Dr. Patton, on the, other 
hand, was the one through whose influence, 
mainly, Dr. Briggs’ appointment was not con- 
firmed at the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian church at Detroit. It had been an- 
nounced that Dr. Patton would begin his 
work as relief ininister in Dr. Ludlow's church 
the first Sunday in August and consid- 
erable surprise was expressed by members of 
the congregation when, on Thursday last, Dr, 
Ludlow published in a Newark newspaper an 
article in defense of Dr. Briggs, which was 
merely thrashing over old straw and had no 
apparent cause. There was naturally much 
curiosity to see how Dr. Patton would act un- 
der the circunistances, and when he ascended 
the pulpit Sunday there was a large attend- 
ance of the members of the congregation. 

The main text of the sermon was the follow- 
ing verse from the First Epistle of St. Paul to 
the Corinthians: 

But the natural man receiveth not the 
things of the spirit of God; for they are fool- 
ishness unto hit ; neither can he know them, 
because they are spiritually discerned.” 

Dr. Patton defended the old orthodox Pres- 
byterian vie v of the authenticity and inspira- 
tion of the Bible. He attacked the enemy by 
the question: Is there anything a man 
must believe? He answered it by saying 
that though there are persons who deny 
it there is no doubt that, judging from the es- 
tablishment of religious institutions, the care 
bestowed upon the religious education of the 
young and the vast sums of money ex- 
pended in the prapagation of the gospel 
among the heathén, there is something 
we must believe in. Dr. Patton discussed the 
question as to where the evidence of the 
things to be believed in could be found, That 
evidence some say is in tradition, and others 
say it is in nature, to be reached by in- 
duction. The difficulty in the latter 
theory is that. induction never proves anything 
to a certainty. It may be proper to infer that 
a thing did or may exist, but that does not 
prove its existence. a 

„Some peqple,“ continued Dr. Patton, 
“find it popular to gainsay the scriptures, 
and some have gone so far as to undertake to 
overthrow the Pentateuch by denying its in- 
spiration anfl authenticity. They found 
that it created a sensation to do this 
and they wrote books and published articles, 


and made money out of it. But will it always 


be thus? People wiil continue for a while to 
support the church, pay pew rent, and main- 
tain the minister, because it is pleasant to 
do so. But once you create the impression 
that the Oid Testament is not the word of 


God you will produce the impression that the 


New Testament is not inspired. Then men 
will begin to think that they @e not bound to 
believe them, and who then will support the 
churches?” | 

This part of Dr. Patton’s sermon was con- 
sidered a sharp rap at Dr. Ludlow, who had 
published books and written articles on that 
very subject, and had found them remuner- 
ative. .

DIVORCE THE POLICE FROM POLITICS. 

It is reported that there are some Republic- 
ans who think that the proper course for Maj. 
McClaughry to pursue in carrying out the ante- 
election pledge of the Mayor that he would 
divorce the police from politics is to dis- 


nected with politics,”” which would mean the 
dismissal of the larger part of the present 
force. But the Superintendent does not take 
that view of the case. While he sees that the 
rank and file of the force are almost exclusively 
Democratic, yet he is not in favor of dismiss- 
ing good men because their politics do not 
harmonize with his. 

If he did that he would not be carrying out 
the promises of the Mayor. The adoption of 
the other policy, which is said on poor author- 
ity to be recommended by some leading Re- 
publicans, would demoralize the patrolmen and 
convert the police of the city into a mob of 
small politicians who would neglect their duty 
and think they could hold their places as long as 
they had the support of the bigger politicians 
whose hangers-on they were. It is to reform 
that very sort of thing the Chief is at work. 
The business of a policeman is to preserve 
peace and order, as that of a fireman is to put 


ments who do their duties well they should 
stay there, no matter if they vote for Demo- 
cratic candidates from President down to 
Town Clerk. 

-In deciding on whether a policeman should 
be retained the question to be asked should be 
not how has he voted, but how has he be- 
haved as a guardian of the peace, not how 
can he handle a ballot,’’ but how can he handle 
a burglar? Is he ready to risk his life in the 
discharge of his duty? If any other course 
is pursued the morale of tho force will be de- 
stroyed and it will become worthless as a con- 
servative force, and the responsibility there- 
for will fall on the administration which in- 
troduces such bad methods. One potent 
cause of Cregier’s defeat by 70,000 votes was 
the partisan use to which he put the police. 

If good, efficient, sober officers were to be 
removed simply because of their Democracy 
the result would be that the tenure of office of 
the new appointees would be brief. The Dem- 
ocrats would get into power twenty months 
hence and they would claim that they were 
justitied in dismissing every one of the 2,000 
Republicans and replacing them with ultra 
men of their own party. They would go into 
the campaign declaring that the Police Depart- 
ment had been run on partisan proscriptive 
principles, and that the administration had 
violated the pledge made before election 
that the department should be divorced 
from politics. The voters, seeing the differ- 
ence between promises and performance, 
would cast their ballots for the Democratic 
candidate tor Mayor. He would be elected 
by an overwhelming majority and every Re- 
publican on the force, no matter how merito- 
rious, capable, and excellent an officer, would 
be hunted out and dismissed asa matter of 
retaliation, 

But the pledges of last spring will be 
kept and the only changes made will be those 
of incompetent and unfaithful officers. It 18 
made evident that the force is to be non-par- 
tisan, as much so as the Fire Department. 
Then one of two things will happen in the 
spring of 1893. Either the Democrats will 
have to pledge themselves to the public to 
pursue the same policy and to interfere with or 
discharge no good officer for his politics, in 
which case the torce will continue as non-par- 
tisan as the Fire Department; or they will 
refuse thus to bind themselves, and in that 
ease they will be defeated, for there are 
thousands of Democrats who will cast 
their ballots for that party which is honestly 
in favor of divorcing the police from politics, 
and keeping political business out of it, and 
against the one which is not. 

There need be no fears as to what Maj. Mc 
Claughry will do. He will live up to the poli- 
cy enunciated by the Mayor last spring. 
Such are his orders, and they are based on 
sound political and business reasons. 


PROSECUTE THE “TRUSTS.” 

It is reported;that United States District- 
Attorney Milchrist is in vestigatmg the work- 
ings of the trust system in this city. State- 
ments have been made to him by men con- 
nected with the combinations in the iron and 
coal lines which have induced him to make an 
examination, and there is little doubt that he 
can find enough facts to prove that both of 
those departments of business are prartically 
managed by a trust.“ Dealers well know 
that those outside the combination are unable 
to obtain material when wanted, and many of 
them have submitted to the dictation as the 
only alternative of closing up. The combina. 
tions limit the output of material so as to be 
able to dictate the prices the public shall pay, 
and if is said the business is so systematized 
that workingmen have become active allies, 
having refused in some cases to handle prop- 
erty that was not. the product of trust con- 
cerns. The ict-Attorney is quoted as 
saying this is a horrible state of affairs and 
I wonder at the patience of the smaller 
dealers in submitting to the dictates and 
t} rannous rule of the trusts. I think this is a 
beginning of the end, not only in Illinois, but 
in every State of the Union.“ 

There are both Federal and State laws 
against trusts, each of them so strict and ex- 
plicit in its terms that one would think a vig- 
orous prosecution is all that is necessary to 
their enforcement. Mr. Milchrist cannot act 
under the State law, but can bring to bear the 
whole’ power of the United States to protect

The Sun admits that this deficrency may be 
reduced to 370,000,000 by reason of the inabil- 
ity of the Russian people to.buy food of which 
they are short. But even then the figures are 
open to serious objection. Belgium has a 
population of about 6,000,000, and hardly wants 
to consume 80 muchias above allowed for it 
even if the country hae raised no cereal food. 
Ihe allowance for France is much in excess of 
some receut estimates, and that for Great 
Britain is probably several millions above the 


truth; as also those for Holland and Switzer- 


land. Then North America (which includes 
Canada), could supply 100.000, 000 more than 
a dove stated if the consumers on the other 


side of the Atlantic were only willing to pay a 


high price for it. Thesweeping out of farin- 
ers’ bins in the country, and a resort to corn- 
meal, oats, potatoes, etc., in the cities, result- 
ing from high-priced flour, such as would be 
stimulated by an important ‘advance in the 
price of wheat, might easily reveal the fact 
that we could spare fully 250,000,000 bushels 
from the United States alone if our own crop 
be as big as claimed. 


The Sun may be credited with having exag - 
gerated in estimating the world’s wants of 


cereal food for the current crop year. It 
would be safe to cut its estimates in two, but 
even then the shortage is a tremendous one 
and may well incite the question, How is it to 
be met? Must some 30,000,000 or 40,000,000 of 
people in Europe starve for want of food? Or 
will many die while millions more are only 
half fed, their dole being little more than 


enough to keep body and soul together? Or 


will the deficiency be in large part made up 
by exports of say 10 per cent of our magnifi- 
cent corn crop, which the famme- stricken 
people of Europe will now have perforce to 
resort. to as the only thing that will fill the 
immense void in the food supply? These are 
stirring questions, a reliable answer to which 
cannot yet be furnished. But no one need 
doubt that if the story of the Sun is only a 
quarter true the people of the United States 
will be able to eqmmand big prices for thie 
whole of their cereal surplus.

There are as bright minds 
on the country as on the city press, but they lack 
opportunity, Many a man lives, works, and dies

city press. But the metropolitan press in a meas- 
ure ignores the hwubier brother who is laboring [ 
in the same vineyard. The ways of the country 
editor aré held up to ridicule, his mannerisms 
laughed at, his views on national politics are 
given no publicity by transfers to the columns of 
the papers with larger circulation. In truth, the 
great metropolitan press feels called on to furnish 
the brand of politics which the country editor 
must adopt. 


This may be the belief of one disappointed 


man, but it is not that of the honorable fra- 


ternity of which he forms a part. There is no 
lack of opportunity for the bright minds on 
the country press. The moment they mani- 
fest themselves they are drafted into city serv- 
ice. Men who possess reliable information and 
can originate ideas and express them well on 
paper are not overabundant even in the great- 
est cities; and whenever a man turns up who 
has a stock of valuable knowledge and can 
produce useful ideas he is in immediate de- 
mand by the city press, The centers.of trade, 
manufactures, and thought are drafting men 
of brains from the country all the time, and 
do not hesitate to confess it. Without re- 
ferring especially to newspapers, it can be 
said with truth that the influence of cittes, in 
r and other countries, has been greater al- 
8 than that of the country. Men who are 
tiating constantly with many others, and 
have access to good libraries, think more 
rapidly atid accurately than those who see few 
people and have but few books to peryse or re- 
fer tp. 

Tun Tarevune is not aware of any studied 
depreciation of the country press by the city 
papers, not by itself atleast. Jokes are made 
occasionally about “esteemed contempora- 
ries,” but city papers do not spare one 
another, and New York journals and their 


000 | editors have not escaped. There are many 


political papers in Illinois outside of Chicago, 
and but comparatively few in the city. It is 
impossible for the latter to quote much from 
the former, for they are short of room. But 
when they see anything which has point or 
originality they are glad to clip it. When they 
find anythmg which seems to them to express 
the sentiments of a country community on an 
interesting subject they hasten to print it. 
When they see a country editor who shows 
special knowledge or ability they seek to ab- 
sorb him into their sanctums, 

Nor can it be said with correctness that the 
metropolitan dictates to the rural press. The 
dictator is the latter’s immediate constitu- 
ency. If the views. of a country editor are 
unpopular with its subscribers. he changes 
them generally, If the sentiments of a city 
paper please the Republicans of a given coun- 
ty, they will be apt to insist that the man who 


runs their local paper shall adopt them, un- 


less he can give some good reason for not 
doing so. In other words, if the editor of the 
city paper proposes something and the coun- 
try people adopt it, it proves not that he is 


a dictator, but that he has hit the popular 


thought. 

There is no antagonism between the two 
classes of papers, The metropolitan ones are 
glad to see the country ones prosper, for it 
never injures their own prosperity. The man 
who does not buy his home paper is not likely 
to buy a city paper. If he takes one he is 
quite apt to take both. And any attempt to 
stir up ill-feeling will be fruitless, because the 
country editors, whether brilliant or not, have 
considerable commion sense. 


OUT OF THE FRYING PAN INTO THE FIRE. 

The Springfield State Register said the other 
day that the [war] debt was purchased by 
“ thieves at from 40 to 60 cents on the dollar, 
and is being paid by fools or slaves at $1.25 
on the dollar.“ The war debt of the United 
States consisted of its bonds and greenbacks. 
The former were the only evidences of indebt- 
edness that were purchased, and the Register’s 
remark could apply to them only. Therefore 
this paper said: 


The old Cop. concern [meaning the State Regis- 
ter] may call an American or German who 
bought the bonds on the terms offered him by the 
governipent a speculator, but it cannot call him a 
thief. The Germans had enough faith in the final 
victory of the Union cause to induce them to buy 
over 500 millions of the Federal bonds. Were they 
“thieves’’? And the Union war Democrats pur- 
chased and held 500 to 600 millions of these bonds. 
Were they, too, thieves ? Were only the Dem- 


ocratic rebels and the Northern Copperheads who. 


bought no National Union bonds the honest men? 
Being thus manifestly caught, the Register 
eats its own words and seeks to wriggle out of 


the scrape thus:

Why the Compromise Proposition Proves 
Exceedingly Distasteful, 

It appears that there is not to be harmony 
in the local Democratic’ party after all.

TRYING TO KEEP CHINAMEN OUT. 


How Government Officials Struggle Against 
Schemes of Shrewd Celestials. 

Special Agent Scanlan yesterduy said he-had 
received information from Niche, «a small 
town in North Dakota near the border, that 
seven Chinamen had been stopped there on 
their way into the States. The customs offi- 
cers were suspicious of the Celestials, although 
they had the proper certificates showing they 
were Chicago merchants returning from a 
visit to China. It is claimed by the agents 
that a great many certificates have been ob- 
tained. by resident Chinamen here and sent to 
friends across the water. These certificates 
are signed by two or m ituzens, who certi- 
fy that the person named x the certificate is a 
resident merchant and intends returning to 


America. 
inserted the picture of the Chinaman intend- 
ing returning home. These certificates are 
easily obtainable here and can be sent abroad 
to friends in China. 

Some proof that this was being done was 
received by Commissioner Hoyne several 
days ago. He received a mmunication 
from a man signing himself William Taylor. 
who alleged that certain parties were eagag 
in securing these certificates and sending 
them to China to be usea by Chinamen desir- 
ing to come to America. These certificates 
are only a means of identification, but in ad- 
dition the customs officers question the 
celestials to test their knowledge of the coun- 
try. The Chinese get around this little diffi-

First View of the World's Fair in Miniature 
ins Designed by Architect Monshausen. 

The first public exhibition of the miniature 
of the World’s Fair, modeled by Architect 
Monshausen for Phillipson Bros., was given 
yesterday afternoon and evening in the old 
Exposition Building. It attracted a large au- 
dience and a great deal of admiration and en.

The visitor enters the building at the north- 
east corner of the Columbia Exposition 
grounds as there laid out, and the grounds of 
the great Fair lie stretched out before his 
vision, The view is one that would beagot at 
an elevation of 800 feet. 

The first impression that a visitor gets on 
looking at this beautiful model is that the Ex- 
position is to cover an enormous territory. 
The model is accurately constructed, thé scale 
being one-eighth of an inch to the lineal foot. 
As the model is eighty feet in length by thirty- 
six feet in width it means that the great Fair 
will be 7,680 feet in length by 3,446 feet in 
breadth, or will cover 26,465,280 square feet.

We may take asa 
type of the whole the duty on woolen cloths, 
whose history will serve to indicate the gen- 
eral development. In the Morrill Tariff act 
{ of 1861 the new feature first appeared: a com- 
pound duty on woolen goods, both specific 
and ad valorem—12 cents per ‘pound, plus 25 
per cent, The specific duty was meant merel 
to compensate for the dutyon raw w 
which then was three cents * AA on the 
common grades of wool. It was supposed 
that about four pounds of woo! were needed 
m order to makeone pound of cloth. A specitic 
duty on cloth of four times the amount of the 
duty on wool would therefore put the domestic 
manufacturer in the same position as regards 
his foreign competitors as if he got his wool 
duty free. The extra duty of 25 per cent ad 
valorem alone was to give real protection. 

Such was the first unobtrusive change. In 
1864 the new system began to expa 
duty on the class of wool chiefly used went up 
to 6 cents a pound; the specific duty on cloths 
accordingly went up to four times that 
amount—24 cents a pound. The ad valorem 
duty also went up, from 26 to 40 * cent; 
this change being only a part of upward 
movement which all duties Hee in the 
tariff legislation of the war.

The duty on 
wool had now grown—we may disregard cer- 
tain details which somewhat complicate the 
situation—to 114¢ cents a pound. r times 
that amount, or 46 cents, would be com- 
— duty per pound of woolen cloth. 
ut it was in 1867 that there were 
also duties on dyestuffs, oils, and other things 
used by manufacturers; wherefore the com- 
pensating duty was raised to the round sum 
of 50 cents per pound. Next came the ad 
valorem duty, which was to yield the mod- 
erate net protection Of 25 per cent. But here 
it was quietly pointed out that the manufact- 
urers had to pay internal taxes, im dur- 
ing the war and still maintained in 1867, on 
their goods or materials. and that an extra 10 
per cent must be added to compensate for 
these. So the ad valorem duty was fixed at 35 
So and the total duty on woolen cloths 
grown to the dimensions of 50 cents per 
pound plus 35 per cent ad valorem. 

After 1867 the internal taxes were quickly 
abolished ; the duties on oils and dyestuffs also 
disappeared almost 8 but the woolen 
duties remained intact. The protectionis 
notwithstanding the strong agitation for tari 
reform, and notwithstanding the uacertain at- 
titude which the Republican party then held 
on the tariff, managed to fend off all reduc- 
tions in the woolen schedule. 

No change came until the general revision 
of 1883. na new feature appeared, which 
served still further to complicate the already 
complicated system and began the develop- 
ment which has finally led to the wonderful 
and mysterious ‘provisions of the McKinley 
act. In 1883 bg wool duty was reduced to 10 
cents a pound, yoy | naturally to some re- 
duction ‘in the specific duty on woolens.
